GENEVA, June 23.— The 
American plan to reduce the 
world’s armaments by one 
third and relieve the world of 
an expenditure of from ten to 
fifteen billion dollars in ten 
years had the approval of | 
twenty-six nations today. 
Either publicly or privately, 
the representatives of these 
nations had informed Ambas­ 
sador Hugh Gibson that their 
governments 
approved 
the 
American proposals. 
Japanese 
opposition 
was 
the 
chief fear of the Am erican dele­ 
gates to the world disarm am ent 
conference. Tokio was expected to 
offer g reater opposition to real dis­ 
arm am ent than the French dele­ 
gates. 
The Japanese considered exist­ 
ing naval ratios only provisional 
until 1936. when they would be sub­ 
ject to revision. 
The Am erican 
plan m ight provide that 
present 
relative naval strengths continue 
indefinitely. 
The 
A m ericans 
believed 
that 
French opposition, intensified by 
the P aris press and French politi­ 
cians, could be overcome through 
new offers of security. This m ight 
be achieved through a unilateral 
security pledge which, com bined 
with another purely European se­ 
curity pact, would m eet the French 
requirem ents. 
Italy was the first nation to give 
the plan com plete and uncondition­ 
al approval. Foreign M inister Dino 
Grand! com m unicated the plan by 
telephone to Prem ier Benito Mus­ 
solini. II Duce approved it imme­ 
diately.
